Dnkes of Bedford, Sutherland and 
Westminster, are masters of reven- 
ues so vast as to be without a paral- 
lel in any other country; and these 
revenues, amounting in some in- 
stances to several million dollars a 
year, tbe owners always seek to re- 
invest in real estate.

ling such inexhanstable resources, 
they are not likely to encounter seri- 
ous competition, and tbas each pur- 
chase steadily and surely increases 
their domains.
